Mariners oz Souldicrs. And His Majeſty doth hereby further Declare, That if any Of- 
fenders contrary to this His Royal Pꝛoclamation, lhall be taken, His Majeſty will not require 
any releaſe of their Perſons oz Eſtates from the laid Government of Algier; but that they 
mult expect to be ercluded (as they were intended) out of the benefit of the ſaid Articles ; His 
Majeſty allo ſtrictly charging ſuch perſons as Wall hereafter go as Paſſengers in Fozeign- 
Sbips oz Ueſſels, to. take care that they have Palſspozts with them, ſigned by His Maje- 
ſties pzoper Miniſters in England, oz His Miniſters 02 Conſuls abzoad, erpzeſſing the Names.
